‘ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 23.—With 135 miles of his 1265-mile 
flight from the Post-Dispatch building in St. Louis to the New 
York World office yet to be covered, Harry N. Atwood today 
landed at a point just south of Castleton, after flying 65 miles

.aking his course by the New York 
Central tracks for the greater part. of 
the distance, Atwood passed through 
ye Abn atm at 8:15, Schenectady at 8:37 
and Albany at 9 o’clock, reaching Cas- 
tleton, seven miles south of Albany, at 
9:12, and circling about in search of a 
landing place. 

He alighted at 9:20 and was met by 
several of his representatives, who had 
made arrangements for his fuel supply 

From Schenectady he left the railroad 
tracks and headed direct for Albany. As 
goon as he came in sight of the city he 
turned to the southwest and, flying at a 
height of about three hundred feet, 
skirted the suburbs and crossed the 
Hudson River, steering direct for Castle- 


ton. 
Toe Adjust Pontoons. 
A wits message from Albany 


said Atwood'’s pontoons had been sent 
to Castleton in an automobile. They 
are made of aluminum and are to be 
fastened to the two sides of the ma- 
chine. They hold about 6 cubic feet 
of alr. 

“Tt will take at least 3 or 4 hours 
to adjust my machine,” said Atwood. 
“My plans are undecided. I may re- 
giime my flight late this afternoon 
and may defer it until tomorrow so as

record for cross-country flying. 

Since leaving St. Louis, counting each 
day’s starting and finishing places to- 
gether with the intermediate stops, At- 
wood had touched the earth just 16 
times in covering the 1065 miles to this 
point. 

“Plans for the landing in New Yerk,” 
said Atwood, ‘“‘have not been definitely 
made, and I do not know I am going 
to fly over the town. I shall sticl. to 
the North River all the way, if possi- 
bl». Governor’s Isic 1 and Sheepshead 
Bay are the only available landing 
places, and since the public cannot be 
admitted generally to the island, it may 
be best to go to Sheepshead. but that 
remains to be settled later. 

Pleased at Fort Piain. 

“Fort Plain gave me last night the 
most agreeable reception I have met 
since leaving St. Louis. The people here 


j} seemed to want to help me and instead 


of crowding about to wreck my machine 
they turned in to guard it. 

“My experience in Auburn decided 
me not to land again in this flight in 
a iarge city. I passed by Utica 
without stopping for the $500 
prize, and I think I shall not stop at 
Albany, but not for the reason '‘n- 
sinuated there—that there is no prize 
offered.”’ 

The young aviator encountered some 
of the most dangerous experiences yes- 
terday in the air funnels of the Mohawk 
Valley. Having waited all day for the 
wind to subside, he started from Belle 
Isle, near Syracuse, just before 5 o'clock; 
and for a distance this side of Syra- 
cuse attempted to follow the valley. 
Finding his machine sucked down be- 
tween the hills, he started to climb out 
to the highlands. : 

“For a time it had me guessing,” he 
said. “I thought for a time that I 
could not make it. Then I sighted 
an open space at the top of the hill 
between a tall tree and a barn. I 
knew that I could not get over either 
one, but I just managed to go between 
them and skate out over the plateau. 

“I must have had to climb 800 feet 
out of that gulch. This central New 
York scenery may be very rugged and 
inspiring but the level prairies of 
Hilinois look better to a man in the 
air. 

“After this hard pull I stuck to the 
highlands, crossing and recrossing the 
river, but holding to a bee-line’ down 
the valley. I kept on for 20 minutes 
longer, but already the roll of the coun- 
try was invisible in the twilight and 
I had to cirele the field three times 
before I could be sure it was a safe 
landing place.”

23.—All Paris was star- 
tled by the sensational news that Leon- 
ardo da Vinci's famous picture, ““Mona 
Lisa,’’ probably the most valuable paint- 


ing in the world, had disappeared from 
the Louvre. 

Louis Lepine, Prefect of Police, 
frankly admits complete  mystification 
in regard to the disappearanc: of the 
famous picture. 

It is generally conceded that even a 
dull person would have perceived the 
impossibility of selling a work so well 
known, and accordingly a psychological) 
explanation of the strange case is 
sought. 

Voung Men Susreected. 

The attendants at the salon where 
the painting had the plac- of honor for 
five years, now tell of having wondered 
at the rapt and longing regard given 
the portrait by a young man, who, dur- 
ing recent weeks, frequently visited the 
Louvre. His appearance suggested that 
he was of a northern race. He was 
blond and had blue eyes. He would 
gaze strangely at the- dark Italian 
beauty as though enthralled with her 
“divine smile.”” The theory presented 
to M. Hamard, head of the French se- 
cret service fs that this man of disor- 
dered fancy has abducted “‘Mona Lisa” 
so that he may have her always near 
him. 

Descriptions of the stranger are being 
distributed. In this connection artists 
are relating singular stories of infatua- 
tions with the works of art and the 
manias for statues and portraits of mad- 
men, who would plot to obtain posses- 
Sion of works which they cou ?_not 
buy. 

The official belief was expressed uw 
day that the portrait was taken by a 
person, who, disguised as a workman, 
entered the museum between 7 o’clock 
and 8 o’clock yesterday morning. 

When the picture was first missed 
from its accustomed place, it was sup- 
posed that it had been removed tre per- 
m*: of its being photographed. 

The Louvre was closed today. 

All that is known for certain, so far, 
is that the world-famed art treasure is 
gone. Whether it was stolen or taken 
by a madman, or, as some think, re- 
moved as a practical joke, when it was 
taken, or even those who last saw it 
hanging safely in its massive carved 
gilt frame in Sallee IV, are al] mys- 
teries that the smartest detectives in 
Paris are trying to solve. 

Parisians at first found it impossible 
to believe the report that the picture 
was missing. That it couid be got out 
of the museum in daylight seemed in- 
credible. That it could be stolen during 
the night and not be missed until mid- 
day appeared equally unbelievable. 

Most Celebrated Treasure. 

“Mona Lisa,”’ or. as the French 
call it, “La Joconde,”’ was the Louvre's 
most celebrated treasure among its 
paintings. It rivaled in popular and 
artistic value the beautiful Venus de 
Milo statue. It is said that England 
once wanted to buy the work and its 
offers up to $5,000,000 were refused: In 
its pricelessness it ranks with Raphael's 
“Madonna” in the Sistine Chapel at 
Rome and art critics dispute which of 
the two is of the greatest value. 

It was about noon .hat the “Mona 
Lisa’’ was missed from its place on the 
walls. At first it was supposed that the 
picture had been removed to one of the 
electric light studios in the basement 
of the museum to enable one of the 
photographers who have the privilege 
to reproduce the works in the Louvre 
to photograph it. But a_ thorough 
search failed to discover it or anyore 
who knew of its removal. 


Mysteriously Missing. 

Then it was thought that the paint- 
ing had been loaned to a well-known 
art publisher for purposes of reproduc- 
tion. But the publisher was quickly 
found and he denied having it. 

Con*'’-ced by search through all the 
cellars anu attics that the picture was 
gone, the authorities sent for M. Le- 
pine, Prefect of Police. The curator of 
the museum and a!) the principal au- 
thorities were out of Paris. Telegrams 
were sent to the curator and Dujardin 
Beau Metz, Minister of Fine Arts, in- 
forming them of the mysterious disap- 
pearance and asking them to come to 
Paris with all haste. 

M. Lepine at once ordered the Louvre 
closed. The visitors, among whom were 
many Americans, Were greatly surprised 
at being turned out at 2 o'clock. In

Residents of the Bohemian colony 
in East St. Louis have joined in a 
search for Mildred Dvorak, 14-year- 
old daughter of John Dvorak, “King” 
of “Little Bohemia.” Mrs. Dvorak 
is prostrated because of the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of her daughter, 
and is under the/ rare of physicians. 
The police of St. -uis and East St. 
Louis have been! 1 to aid in the 
search. 

Joe Pazdera, 20. years old, a resident 
of the Bohemian settlement and close 
friend of Mildred, left his home Sun- 
Gay and has not returned. 

Mildred Dvorak was last seen by 
her parents last Saturday afternoon 
when they placed her on a Wellston 
car at Fourth and Morgan streets, St. 
Louis, to go to the home of her uncle 
in St. Charles. She promised to teie- 
phone to her mother on her arrival 
at St. Charles, but she did not arrive 
at her uncle’s home, and no message 
has been received from her. 

Girl Father’s Secretary. 

The finances of the Bohemian colony 
are in a tangle because of the young 
woman’s absence. Miss Dvorak was pri- 
vate secretary to her father, John Dvor- 
uk, who acts as banker, interpreter. and 
general overseer for the Bohemian res- 
idents. She had charge of the financial 
accounts, 

Dvorak says he does not know how 
much money he has on hand or what 
he owes to others of his nationality who 
deposited their money with him. He 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that he cannot straighten out his 
books and accounts until his daughter 
is found. He conducts a saloon and 
dance hall:at 1101 North Third street. 

Dvorak and his wife had planned a 

arriage for their daughter in the old 
country when she became of age. They 
expected to return to their native land 
in time to arrange the ceremony. accord- 
ing to the customs of that country. 

Other residents of the colony no- 
ticed that Mildred Dvorak and Joe Paz- 
dera have been close companions since 
Mildred nursed Joe back to health a 
year ago after he was shot in the leg 
while helping to defend her father 
against robbers in his saloon. 

Dvorak and his wife say they attached 
no importance to she automobile ridos 
of the couple, and do not believe that 
their: daughter left with Pazdera.

BEULAH BINFORD SAYS 
SHE WOULD BE AFRAID 
OF BEATTIE IN DARK 





She Tells of Her Romance With Man Accused 
of Wife Murder—Auto Taking Him to Court 
Has Narrow Escape From Train.

CHESTERPEELD |; com HOUSE, 
Va.,. Aug. ELD: cone urors to 
try Henry Clay Beattie Jr. for his life 
on a charge of wife murder were chos- 


fen here this afternoon at a brief session 


of the Circuit Co’ rt. With 14 men in 
the box and 16 necessary in order that 
four may be peremptorily discarded by 
the defense, a brief recess for luncheon 
was taken at 1:15 p. m. Of the 14 men 
now in the box all but two are farmers. 

Beattie appeared somewhat haggard 
today, but sat stolidly as the talesmen 
were examined. It was stifling hot in 
the little courtroom and the pmr.-“er’s 
aged father showed discomfiture. 

Shortly before noon today the au- 
tomobile in which Henry Beattie, with 
attaches of the Sheriff’s office, was 
making the trip from Richmond to 
the courthouse narrowly missed 
crashing into a Seaboard Air Line 
passenger train. The automobile was 
halted on the east-bound track just 
in time to allow a train on the west- 
bound track to pass. Beattie smiled 
at the incident. 

Court reconveneg at 2:25 and W. P. 
Rooks, a farmer 48 years old, was 
accepted as juror No. 15. 


Sixteenth Juror Accepted. 
M. E. Blankenship, 38 years old, as- 


sistant superintendent of a silk mill, was 
accepted, making the desired 16 men in 
the box. 

Beulah Binford, the 17-year-old girl for 
love of whom Beattie is alleged to have 
killed. his. wife and the mother of his 
child, made a pecullar statement in the 
Henrico County jail. She said: 

“Even if Henry Beattie were acquit- 
ted, even if he were turned free tonight, 
I would not go back to him. He could 
never sway or influence me as he did 
when I was only a little girl. I wasn't 
14 years old when he came along one 
day all dressed up fine. I was standing 
in a doorway out of the rain. He ha 
on a raincoat and had a fine silver- 
handled umbrella. He looked at me and 
smiled and asked me to get under his 
umbrella. And that was the way we be- 
gan to know each other For two years 
I loved Henry Beattie mildly, but I have 
not.loved him for some time. 

Pussies the Prosecution. 

“I never exactly got so I didn’t like 
him. But after a while he got just like 
anybody else. I used to see him, but it 
would be just as I would see any young 
man I Hked who called on me. 

“I wouldn't marry him. I'd be afraid 
of him. I'd be afraid to be alone with 
him in the dark after all I've heard and 
read.”’ ) 

The Binford girl threw up her hands 
in mock horror. 

The prosecution does not know what 
to make of her.. She is illiterate, friv- 
olous, and cunning. This indifference 
to Beattie, the prosecutors think, pos- 
sibly may be a mere pose *> cloak her 
real design of seeing him safely through 
his murder trial. 

Court was called to order at 3:15. 
Beattie, silent and with set face, took’ 


}his seat by the side of his lawyers. His 


father, as was the case on Monday, sat 
on his right. Almost immediately the 
additional veniremen were called and 
their examination was begun.

The defense will maintain that no 
one saw the motor car tragedy; that 
the prisoner’s version of his wife being 
shot by a beardéd highwayman is true, 
and that Paul Beattie, who says that 
he purchased for Henry the gun with 
which Mrs. Beattie was shot, is a ne’er- 
do-well and an unreliable witness. All 
the witnesses for the prosecution have 
been summoned to appear Thursday 
morning. 

Henry Beattie poses cheerfully for pho- 
tographers, but won’t discuss his case.

East Approach of River Structure Catches From 
Blaze in Hay and Grain Warehouse— 
Fourteen Cars of Freight and 
.100 Horses Saved. 





The east approach of the Eads Bridge caught fire from 4 


burning warehouse in East St. Louis at the noon lunch hour ahd 
for a time it was feared that all of the woodwork of the bridge 


would be destroyed. 


Mayor Lambert of East St. Louis donned a fireman’s coat and 


helmet and aided in the efforts to save the bridge. 


A volunteer — 


bucket brigade of Terminal employes also attempted to keep the 
flames in check and two St. Louis fire engine companies went to 


the rescue of the bridge. 


Water pressure from the East St. 
Louis mains was found inadequate and 
but for aid from volunteers and the 
St. Louis department the result of the, 
fire would have been more disastrous. 

Within five minutes after the bridge 
caught fire, the Terminal Association 
collected sufficient toll at the west ap- 
proach to pay for all the damage done 
to the bridge by the flames. 


5000 Go to the Fire. 
More than 6000 St. Louigans, hearing 


that there was a big fire in East ~+t. 
Louis, flocked to the bridge @nd paid 
a nickel each for the privilege of using 
the upper roadway as an observatory 
from which to view the conflagration. 

When they learned that the bridge 
itself was on fire, some of the St. Louis 
sightseers retreated, but most of them 
remained until the flames were extin- 
guished. 

By virtue of the fire the Terminal 
took in about $260 in tolls. The damage 
to the bridge is estimated at $200. 

The fire started in a car of hay near 
the Toberman & Mackay freight and 
grain warehouse just south of the Eads 
Bridge on the Bast St. Louis river 
front. Flames from the car spread to 
the filmsy frame waréhouse and the en- 
tire freight shed was soon ablaze. 


14 Cars Catch Fire 
Fourteen box cars loaded with grain 


and merchandise caught fire directly 
beneath the wooden bridge approach. A 
Terminal locomotive was backed through 
dense smoke and coupled to the train. 
The engineer and fireman attached a 
hose to the locomotive pump and played 
a stream on the burning train and thus 
kept the fire from spreading to other 
cars. 

When the east approach of the bridge 
caught fire the heat from the burning 
warehouse was so intense and the wa- 
ter pressure so low that East St. Loulr 
firemen could not approach close enough 
to turn streams on the bridge. 

Mayor Lambert, who had ridden to the 
fire on a coal wagon, ordered that lines 
of hose be taken to the top of the ele- 
vated railroad structure leading from 
the bridge to the Terminal yards. 


Traffic Is Suspended. 


Employes of the Terminal manned the 
fire buckets kept along the frame bridge 
approach for use in case of fire. They 
kept up their efforts until their supply 
of water was exhausted, 

The fire on the bridge was confined to 
the long solid wood fence-like enclosure 
along the south side of the approach. 
Twenty-five feet of this was burned. All 
westward traffic across the bridge was 
suspended and street cars and wagons 
were not permitted to go on the bridge 
from East St. Louis while the fire was 
being fought. 

Negro Gives the Alarm. 

Ten minutes after the fire started the 
wind veered to the west, carrying the 
flames across the Terminal tracks and 
setting fire to the roof of the St. Louls 
Transfer Co.'s stable No. 2. 

George Mueller, a driver, climbed to 
the roof and fought the fire with buck- 
ets. Other employes opened the stable 
doors and released 100 horses. Dam- 
age to this building was slight. 

Jonn Mackay, vice-president ef the 
Toberman & Mackay company, esti- 
mates that the damage to the building 
was $10.0. and to the stock $li,w. 

Andrew Britton, a negro employe of 
the company, first gave the alarm. He 
ran into the office and told other em- 
ployes that the freight house was on 
fire and that the flames started in a 
car. % > 
Detective Lawrence of the East &t.

“Inclined at First to Doubt Story 
. of Late Alfred Muller’s 
Shortage. 


E WAS REVERED BY ALL 


For Years Hé Had. Managed the 
Consumptive Home in 
Denver. 


Leading St. Louis supporters of the 
National Jewish Hospital’for Consump- 
tives, in Denver, have been greatly sur- 
prised by dispatches from that city tell- 
ing of irregularities in the accounts of 
the late Alfred Muller, secretary and 
virtual founder of the institution. The 
shortage is reported to have been $50,- 
000. .A complete audit of the accounts 
of the hospital has been ordered. 

Rabbi M. Spitz, editor of the Jewish 
Voice, expressed this feeling when he 
said Wednesday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“This has been the greatest shock I 
ever suffered. Muller was not only 
an “honored man in our charities, he was 
the man honored beyond others for the 
great good he had accomplished. When 
this news was first told to me, I stag- 
gered back, then told my informant 
that he must not say such things, espe- 
cially about a man who was dead. But 
he eonvinced me that there was sound 
reason for believing that we had been 
niistaken and that Muller had not been 
faithful to his trust.

“The hospital at Denver was founded 


as a local institution, but grew so that 
Denver Jews could not support it, and 
the National Order of B’Nai B’Rith 
1 ndertook the responsibility for it.

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Aug. 23—About 2000 
persons gathered at the Plaza Hotel to- 
day to pay their last tribute to the 
memory of John W. Gates. Three whole 
floors of the big hotel where the late 
financier made his home in this city, 
were used for the funeral arrangements. 
The mourners came trom all parts of 
the country, and flowers arrived by the 

carload from far distant points. 

The funeral services were conducted 
by the Rev. Wallace MacMullen of the 
Madison Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church, assisted by the Rev. J. W. 
Lagrone of Port Arthur, Tex. 

The funeral was attended by large 
delegations representing the Gates busi- 
ness in Port Arthur and Beaumont. 
Tex., and while the ceremonies were in 
progress here there were memorial serv- 
ices at Port Arthur, attended by citi- 
zens from other Texas points touched 
by the Gates interests. 

Crowds surrounded the hotel durine 
the services this morning, and a spe- 
cial detail of 100 policemen was on 
guard. 

Gates’ body will be kept in a receiv- 
ing vault at Woodlawn Cemetery until 
the family decides on its final resting 
place. 

Gates left an estate valued at $30,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000, according to 
former Justice Henry A. Gildersleeve, 
who drew Gates’ will a year ago 
last spring. The bulk of the estate is 
left to his widow and his son, Charles 
G. Gates, equally. 

There is a clause which provides 
that none of the property can be sold 
within 10 years unless one of the heirs 
dies in the interim, Gates’ idea being 
that all properties In which he had 
invested would greatly enhance inh 
value. 

The beneficiaries under the will 
also include relatives, friends and 
former employes, the total amount of 
whose legacies will aggregate about 
$1,000,000 in bequests ranging from 
$1000 to $200.000.

BOTH ARE TO TESTIFY 


Special Master Coles Interrupts 
Hearing on Sale to Get the 
Two Sides of Case. 





The hearing of the application by Na- 
than Frank for the sale by the receiver 
of the Lewis properties of E. G. Lewis’ 
equity in the 8t. , Louts Star was con- 
tinued Wednesday morning until after- 
noon to hear the testimony of Lewis, 
Nathan Frank and August Frank as to 
the ownership of $35,000 of University 
Heights Realty and Development Co. 
notes, which Frank desired to turn in as 
part payment for the Lewis equity. 

It. was stated at the morning session 

that Frank contends he holds the title 
to the notes, and that Lewis says Frank 
does not hold a good title. 
‘ The matter of the notes was brought 
out in the testimony of John H. Wil- 
liams, who was placed in charge of the 
Lewis interests by the Reorganization 
Committee before the receivership suits 
were brought. 

Williams testified the notes were se- 
cured by real estate mortgages, $25,000 
of the notes being second mortgage and 
$10,000 first mortgage notes. 

* ‘It is a toss-up which are the best,” 
he said. “The second mortgage notes 
are on improved property which is more 
salcable than the property covered by 
the first mortgages. 

Given on Consideration. 

“Mr. Frank claims that he holds the 
notes: to secure an indebtedness from 
Mr. Lewis. L2wis contends they were 
given to Frank in considération that he 
do a certain thing, and that when he 
failed to do that, he lost title to the 
notes. 

“While Lewis was in California, I 
asked Frank about the notes. He said 
he would stand by anything Lewis said 
about them, at the same time saying 
he owned the notes. When Lewis r>- 
turned he declared Frank had no right 
to them. 

“T think the property secured by these 
mortgages should bring about 50 per 
cent, or perhaps par. If the property 
is sold in an ordinary way the notes 
ought to bring par, but if at forced sale 
probably not more than 50 per cent.’’ 

Walter D. Coles, Special Master in 
Chancery, hearing the testimony, decid- 
ed Lewis and August and Nathan Frank 
should be summoned to testify as to 
the ownership of the notes. 

At the morning session, bills of sale, 
mortgages and articles of incorporation 
and association of the Star-Chronicle 
Publishing Co., and of. thé. companies 
from which it was farmed were intro- 
duced, but were not made public, Coles 
saying they would he reserved until 
he made his report to the Court.

Boat Harry Lee Hits Snag, 40 
Miles Above Memphis and 
Fireman Is Missing.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 23.—Passeh- 
gers arriving here early today report 
the sinking of the packet steamer Harry 
Lee at Brandywine Landing, 40 ™ *s 
north. of this city. 

The steamer carried a small passenger 
list of 15 and all were taken off by 
the steamer Elonora and brought to 
Memphis. A negro fireman is reported 
missing. 

On leaving the landing the Lee struck 
a snag and settled in nine feet of water. 


The Harry Lee was purchased by the 
Lee Line six years ago and put in the 
freight and passenger service between 
Memphis and Ashport, Tenn., on the 
Mississippi River, a distance of 9) miles. 
Before that time it had operated in the 
upper Ohio. 

The boat has been in charge of Capt.

pipe had burst. When the truth came 
out a curious crowd gathered about 
the doors, which were guarded by po- 
lice. 

All the assistant curators, attendants 
and workmen were examined by the 
detectives. Telegrams were sent sum- 
moning all the licensed photographers. 

Workman Saw Picture. 

One of the workmen said that at 7 
o’clock the previous evening he had seen 
the picture in its place. In passing he 
had pointed it out to a companion, an- 
other employe, as the most valuable 
painting in the world. It was thought 
curious that none of the guardians 
could throw any light on the mys- 
tery. 

About 6 o'clock one of the detectives 
made the first discovery of importance, 
he found the elaborately carved wood 
frame which the Countess de Bearn gave 
for “Mona Lisa” six years ago. It lay 
in a corner at the bottom of a small 
staircase, where it had evidently been 
placed with care, for its glass was in- 
tact. 

This tind proved that the painting had 
not beeri cut from the frame for the 
stretcher, or frame holding the canvas 
was absent: 

At the same time the discovery deep- 
ened the mystery. ‘“‘Mona Lisa’ mea- 
sured 36x28 inches. Without being rolled 
up it could hardly have been carried out 
of the museum without being seen. Salle 
4, where it occupied the place of honor, 
was near the entrance, but at least 
three guards’ would have to be passed. 
It is thought that the painting must 
have been stolen during the night with 
the ognizance of someone inside, or 
have been removed yesterday, the cus- 
tomary closed day, equally with inside 
assistance. 

Thirteen months ago the Cri de Paris 
stated that “Mona Lisa” had been re- 
placed by a.copy, the original having 
been stolen for an American. But this 
was disproved. It has several times 
been reported stolen. 

‘Mona Lisa” was painted by De Vinci 
from 1500 to 1506. Jt took the painter of 
the famous “ Supper” five years 
to get that. witching, mysterious smile 
in the eyes and lips which is the charm 
of the picture, and to the end he de- 
clared it unfinished. It is a portrait of 
the Madonna Lisa del Gloconda, wife of 
a Florentine. Francis I paid $2400 for 
it, am enormous sum for that epoch.

Because of what is believed to be a 
difference of opinion betWeen the two 
cabinet officers all the papers in the 
case will be sent to President Taft at 
Beverly. 

That President Taft would teview the 
case developed suddenly today as Sec- 
retary MacVeagh was ready to make 
public the Attorney-General’s findings 
and his own decision. 

MacVeagh Stlent, 

For that reason he declined to give 
any intimation of his position, but it is 
known that nearly all his advisers feel 
that if any definite attitude toward the 
extension of the influence of national 
Lanks into trust companies and security 
companies were announced at this time, 
the whole question of financial legiéla- 
tion might be entangled when it comes 
up at the next session of Congress with 
the Monetary Commission's report. — 

Wickersham’s findings deal directly 
only with the reported holdings by the 
National City Bank of other bank stock 
through the medium of the ;Ngtional 
City Securities Co. The question of the 
interest of national. banks in trust com- 
panies arose as a consequence of thése 
findings, and attention was directed to 
the case of the holdings of the Conti- 
nental-Commercial National Bank, of 
Chicago in the Continental and Com- 
mercial Trust Co. Secretary MacVeagh 
was chairman of the board of that bank 
before he entered the Cabinet. 

Foresees Concentration. 

Attorney-General Wickersham takes 
the position that concentration of bank- 
ing @apital might take place if national 
banks were allowed to acquire the 
stocks of other banking institutions. 

The Tréasury Department for about 
ten years, however, has been tacitly 
approving such relationships with 
certain limitations, in order that the 
national institutions might meet the 
competition of state banks, which 
usually operate acer very liberal 
provisions. 

Aside from the question of public 
policy, Secretary MacVeagh and his 
advisers, it is said, believe that no 
provision of thé. national bank act 
has been violated. They take this 
position, however, without regard to 
whether further legislation is desir- 
able bearing on the cases under con- 
sideration,

“The St. Louis mer- 
chants tell me they ship prompt- 
ly and that the fault is with the ter- 
minal handling of the -goods and de- 
lays en route. 

Start Is Delayed,

to the freight houses. Latterly there 
has been some improvement, due to 
the efforts of the merchants, who have 
succeeded in having goods for a given 
destination routed through in the same 
car. without change.

Mer- 
chants shipping to commissary stores 
conducted in connection with lumber 
camps would do well o ship in wooden 
boxes.- Lumber commissary store man- 
agers are inclined to favor merchants 
who use wooden boxes.

That millennial time when man shall 
do all of the housework while woman 
shall sit and watch him at his toil is 
foreshadowed at the Made-in-St.-Louis 
Show at the Coliseum. 

Most interesting to women visitors are 
the exhibits in which men are busy at 
tasks which heretofore have been re- 
garded as being solely within the prov- 
ince of the housewife. 

There is an irresistible appéal in the 
opportunity to see a man “do up” a 
shirt. 

For ages the happiness of many house- 
holds has depended upon the neatness 
or slovenliness with which the lord and 
master’s shirts were ironed. Woman did 
the ironing and man did the kicking. 

Conditions were little changed when 
a targe portion of the civilized world 
took to sending its shirts to laundries. 
There, too, the work was done by wom- 
en, and the housewife still was held 
responsible for selection of the laundry.

Eagan, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday that she would not give up 
the child until the father paid them $20 
a month for the child’s board and cloth- 
ing for the last three years. 

Mrs. Buttermo:e said that Eagan has 
not bought the boy any clothine. and 
has not paid a cent for its board since 
she took the child, three weeks after 
its birth, when the baby’s mother, Mrs. 
Anna Eagan, her sister, became insane. 
The mother is now at the city sanita- 
rium. 

Edward was born April 20, 1908," said 
Mrs. Buttermore. “Three weeks later, 
while my brother-in-law was showing 
his mother about the city my sister !-st 
her mind, and imagined that her hus- 
band was about to marry another wom- 
an. I took the child into my home at 225 
North Compton avenue, and boarded its 
father when .m~ sister. was taken to St. 
Vincent's Asylum. She was taken to 
the city sanitarium later. 


# Kept Child When Married. ° 
When my husband and it were mar- 


ried, in December of that year, I made 
him promise that he would permit me 
to take the child into our home as our 
own. he father was permitted to 
board with us. so that he could be near 
the child. 

“Just before I was married my broth- 
er-in-law had told ime that unless ! 
would take the child he would put it 
into a home. He made no arrange- 
ment for paying for the child’s board 
and at the time TI said nothing about: it, 
because he was not in a good financial 
condition. 

“He has paid us $6 a week board for 
himself and $10 a month rent for the 
stable and use of a part of our base- 
ment in which to carry on his butter 
business. He made $300 a month at the 
business and my hushand and I thought 
that he should pay something for tne 
child. Last F ebruary we began to put 
the receipts for the child’s clothing at 
his place at the table, in the hope that 
he would take the hint and reimburse 
us. 

“On July 4 he recefved a lettef from 
his sister in Gray Summitt, Mo., telling 
him to bring the child to his people 
there, so as ‘to wean it away from 
the influence of those Protestant people. 
The Eagans are Catholics. After that 
he asked me to dress the child and 
sai. that he wanted to take it away. 
I refused to let him have’ it. 

Quarrels About Baby. 

“Since then he has been quarreling 
ail the timetabout taking the e¢ehild 
away. Monday, when he paid his board, 
le asked for a receipt and then began 
to quarrel with my husband. My hus- 
band to!d him that he could have the 
child if he paid board for it for the 
time we have taken care of it, and when 
he continued to quarrel my husband or- 
dered him out of the house. 

“Since July I have guarded the boy

door locked; because he has a key to 
the front.door. We will fight for Ed- 
ward to the last.” 

Mrs. Buttermore said that she takes 
the child out to see its mother every 
week. She says the mother is much 
improved. 

Edward Eagan is a pretty, blue-- ed, 
golden-haired child.

The 
chilad has been taught to kiss its. fa- 
ther good-by every day as he left the 
house to go on his rounds.

‘GERMAN HELD FOR 


RANSOM BY GREEK 
BANDITS RESCUED 


Brigands Captured Engineer Ed- 
mund Richter and Demanded 
$225,000 for Him. 








By Associated Presa 
BERLIN, Aug. 23.—A dispatch, from 


Saloniki, Turk@y, today says that Dr. 
Edmund Richter, Germian engineer, who 
was captured by Greek bandits and held 
for a.ransom, of $225,000, has been res- 
cued on the Greek frontier and is re- 
turning to’ Salonikf: 

Dr. Richter was mapping on Mount 
Olympus in the wild frontier region be- 
tween Turkey and Greece under the 
auspices of a German geografhical so- 
ciety when he fell into the hands of the 
brigands May 2. 

The. capture took place inside Tnuxkish 
territory and his escort of Turkish 
gendarmes was_ killed. Letters from 


ransom, were delivered by Turkish vil- 
lagers. 
Germany Acts Promptly. 

The German Government acted 
promptly and.a small army of Turkish 
soldiers was sent in pursuit of the ban- 
dits. At the @ame time representatives 
of the German Government and of the 
geographical society scoured the moun- 
tains, king with them the gold for 
the ranSom of the doctor. 

Recently news dispat@hes stated that 
he pursuit had been abandoned as it 

ad been learned definitely that Richter 
was held in Tirnavos, on Greek terrt- 
tory, in the house of a man named 
Delyannis. 

Case Like Miss Stone's. 

The news dispatches also insisted that 
Dr. Richter, like Miss Ellen Stone, the 
American missYonary, whd was held 
ty a Bulgarian band in 1901, for $65,000, 
had been captured. not by ordinary 
mou-itain brigands, but by the Greek 
National Society, the capture being or- 
ganized‘ by Captain Strati, formerly a 
Greek officer, who once lived in Amer- 
ica, and that the affair was an incident 
of the band warfare between irregular 
detachments of Greeks and. Bulgarians. 

The ransom, it was assumed, was 
destined to further the partisian war- 
fare breaking out anew in Macedonia.

N COLD: STORAGE 


AWAITING RISE 


Spring and Summer Drouth En- 
able Packers to Grab All 
Farmers’ Surplus. 


EGGS TO BE MUCH HIGHER 


Butter, Too, to Be Decidedly 
Dearer, Though Breaking of 


Trust Aids Consumer.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—The cold storage 


interests of the country are preparing 


for a “clean up’ next winter. The 
spring and summer drouth has not only 
reduced the wheat, corn and oat crops, 
but also’ has destroyed the grass and 
feed crops to such an extent that farm- 
ers are: forced to market poultry, egss, 
butter, hogs and cattle. 

The preponderating element in the 
cold storage business is the packer. 
At alk the Western primary markets 
packers have colossal cold storage 
plants. Scattered through the Middle 
Western States at points favorable for 
the storage of eggs, poultry and butter 
they have additional plants. The pen- 
dulym of high cost of living is swing- 
ing upward again. 

Cornfed Cattle High. 

Gorn-fed cattle sold today for $8.25 
a hundredweight at the stockyards, the 
highest price in two years. Beef, pork 
and mutton are usually kept in cold 
storage from 60 to 90 days. It is es- 
timated, taking the receipts, shipments 
and slaughtering as a basis, that the 
packers have now on ice in Chicago, 
Cmaha, Sioux City, Kansas City, St. 
Louis and St. Joseph, 2,500,000 hogs 
fresh and in process of curing; 800,000 
cattle and 1,500,000 sheep. What this 
food will cost the consumer depends 
upon the packers and the demand at 
the beginning of cold weather, when 
it is put on the market. 

The daily rwn of hogs, cattle and 
sheep will be a factor, for if there is 
a decrease prices will- advance. The 
prospects indicate a decrease. The 
packers are now combing the West for 
eggs, butter and poultry. The capacity 
of their storage plants is almost ex- 
hausted. 

Just what percentage of this: pro- 
duce they control is not known, for 
no reports are made. Not only tho 
West but the Fast is raked for 
“broilers” and eggs. The packers 
have large storage plants in Jersey 
City, Boston and Philadelphia. Re- 
ports of the leading warehouses of 
the country Aug. 1 show an ll per cent 
shortage of butter. Receipts in Chi- 
cago, New York.and Boston show a 
falling off “oy Oe pounds during 
May, June compared with 
last year. 


Butter Trust Bde Helps Consumer. | 


The Federal smashing of the Elgin 
butter trust has saved the consumers 
millions of dollars. With this short- 
age and a prospective increase of the 
shortage the wholesale price is 26 
cents. Last year before the Govern- 
ment hit the trust the price was 30 
and 31 cents though the supply was 
11 per cent greater. The packers 
are said to control fully 50 per cent 
of the butter and egg storage an‘ 
70 per cent of the poultry. Aug. 1 
there was 48,582,000 pounds of butter 
in storage in 35 houses. [If this butter 
is held for winter consumption the 
consumer will pay from 5 to 8 cents a 
pound more than he is paying now.

MEAT HIGHEST 
IN TWO YEARS 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean.of the Post-Dispateh, - 
NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—The Beef Trust 
yesterday boosted the price of fresh 
meat higher than it had been in two 
years and made preparations for putting 
vast quantities into cold storage. “A 
dry summer” is the excuse. Ribs and 
loins are now 16% cents a pound at 

wholesale, a rise of 4% cents since t 
first of the year. Even chuck meat is 
up half a cent or so. 

The packers’ agents intimate New 
Yorkers may have to pay a further ad- 
vance in a week or two hence. Mean- 
time the meat will be kept in cold stor- 
age. Butter and egg and poultry specu- 
lators, too, made another move fn: the 
effort to lock up a big lot of dairy prod- 
ucts. They are crying about the dry 
summer and the great scarcity of grass, 
and they look forward to a rise in prices 
that will enable them to scoop in from 
the New York public several million dol- 
lars extra profit this winter. 

THe apple speculators are also busy 
gathering or contracting for enormous 
quantities of fruit, to be locked up in 
cold storage. 4 

And while the speculators are doing all 
this the Brennan cold-storage law is not 
being used. Violation of it is a misde- 
fmeanor. Trials for that class of offense 
ordinarily take place in Special Sessions, 
but as far as anyone in court could re- 
member yesterday there has not been 
a single prosecution in this city under 
the Brennan act, though it has been in 
force since the “middle of June.

(2 DREADNAUGHTS 


SOON TO BE ADDED | 
TOTHEU.S.NAVY 


Florida to Be Commissioned 
September 15, and the Utah 
Immediately After. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The United 
States Navy soon will be augmented by 
the sister dreadnaughts, Florida and 
Utah. The former will be placed in com- 
mission Sept. 15 and the latter probably 
a few days before. The Navy Depart- 
ment is now waiting for word from the 
builders of the Utah as to the exact day 
they will be ready to turn her over to 
the Government. 

These will be the greatest ships now 
commissioned in the navy. The dis- 
placement of each is 21,825 tons, and the 
main battery will consist of 1) 12-inch 
and 21 56-inch guns. They will outclass 
the Delaware, which excited much ad- 
miration at the coronation of King 
George V, and the North Dakota, whose 
displacement of 20,000 tons each has 
given them the distinction of being the 
biggest men of war afloat at present 
under the American flag. 

No announcement has been made as 
to the course the Navy Department will 
follow in connection with the handsome 
silver service containing pictures of 
Brigham Young, which will be offered 
by citizens of Utah to the State’s name- 
sake in the navy. Numerous protests 
against its acceptance have been filed 
with the department. It will probably 
be offered shortly after the ship is com- 
missioned. 

Secretary Meyer sé¢veral months ago 
informed a protesting delegation that 
the department would not determine the 
matter until the service by its presenta- 
tion came within the jurisdiction of the 
Government.

SIMMONS COMPANY 
PLANS TO. MAKE 
CAPITAL $7,900,000 


Reorganization Suggested by Son 
of Founder and Submitted 
to Stock Holders. 


A WONDERFUL GROWTH 


Stock’ Which Was Worth Only 
$200,000 in 1874 Is Now 
Worth $4,500,000. 


‘The remarkable growth of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Cé. of St. Louis is 
shown in a reorganization plan submit- 
ted to the stockholders, in which it is 
proposed to increase the capital stock to 
$7,500,000. The company was incorpo- 
rated with a capital stock of $200,000 in 
1874. It has distributed approximately 
$6,000,000 in dividends in the 37 years. 

A large part of the stock is held by 
widows and children of officials and em- 
ployes of the company. They have 
earned approximately $10,000,000 on the 
origina] $200,000 capitalization in the 37 
years. It is planned to further increase 
the value of their holdings by the re- 
organization plan, enabling it to in- 
crease the capital, take over all branch- 
es of the concern, and enlarge its busi- 
ness. 

The original capital of $200,000 was rep- 
resented by actual values of merchan- 
dise and good accounts. The company 
was founded by E. C. Simmons, who 
retained its management until 1897. At 
that time, on account of failing health, 
he turned over the management to his 
sons. His eldest son, Wallace D. Sim- 
mons, was made president of the firm 
and still retains that office. B. C. Sim- 
mons becamé chairman of the Executive 
Board and kept in touch with the busi- 
ness. 

Capital Now 84,500,000. 
Since that time the capital has been 
increased by earnings to $4,500,000. Each 
year dividends of 7 per cent have been 
paid on both the common and preferred 
stock, and have always been paid out 
cf the earnings of the current year in 
which the dividend was declared. Em- 
rloyes were urged to purchase stock 
from their earnings when the company 
was first organized, and their descend- 
ants are now reaping the reward. 

It is proposed to now increase the cap- 
ital stock to $7,500,000, take over the 
branches at Minneapolis, Sioux City, 
Wichita, New York and Toledo, and to 
establish other branches at sepia which 
will enlarge the business. 

In his letter to the stockholders sub- 
mitting the reorganization plan, E. C. 
Simmons says: 

‘“‘A considerable amount of our stock 
is owned by the widows and children of 
officials and employes of the company. 
These people are very loyal. They have 
never parted with their stock. They de- 
pend on it for a livelihood. 

‘‘As we have an unbroken record of 
regular and full dividends for 37 years, I 
am exceedingly anxious to arrange that 
dividends may surely. continue with the 
same regularity. If our stockholders 
elect to take this new preferred stock, I 
want them to know that it is my judg- 
ment that their diivdends will continue 
as regularly in the future as in the past. 


Will Retain All Holdings. 

“T share with other stockholders in 
this matter, and on precisely the same 
basis. I have no advantage over any 
other stockholder—even the holder of a 
single share. It is perhaps proper that 
I should emphatically assure our stock- 
holders that neither I nor any of my 
family have any thought of parting 
with a single share of our holdings, and 
that it is our firm intention to continue 
our interest in the company and in the 
active management of its affairs.” 

The new plan of the company pro- 
poses two kinds of stock—-$3,750,000 
of 6 per cent preferred, cumulative, 
and $3,750,000 of common, being 87,- 
500 shares of each. 

Two propositions are submitted to 
stcckholders: 

For each share of first preferred 
stock of the present company—One 
share of new preferred stock, $100, 
and one-half share of new common, 
$50, or one and a quarter shares of 
new preferred stock, $1265. 

For each share of second preferred 
stock now held—One-half share of 
new preferred stock, $50, and one and 
one-half shares of new common stock, 
$50, or one and a quarter shares of 
new preferred stock, $125. 

For each share of common stock of 
the present company—One-half share 
of new preferred stock, $50, and one 
and one-half shares of new common 
stock, $50, or one and one-fifth shares 
of new preferred stock, $120. 

It is planned to call the new or- 
ganization the Simmons Hardware 
Companies. Owing to the present 
Missouri laws the present company is 
prohibited from owning any of its 
branches, which are held by its stock- 
holders. Under a broader charter this 
limitation will be overcome.

As an organization endowed with authority to 
advise Congress in respect to tariff matters,

Standing. The last Congress refused to crea.e 
that kind of a tariff commission. It did appro- 
priate money for the maintenance of the commis- 
sion now in existence. This commission was 
authorized by the Payre-Aldrich law “to secure 
information to assist the Président in the dis- 
charge of the duties imposed upon him” by the 
provision for maximum rates and their lowering 
to minimum rates as to countries favoring us. 

No such use was ever made of the commission. 
The “maximum” tariff plan, juggled by Aldrich 
out of all relation to its original trade-creating 
purpose, was hastily nullified by a panicky Prest- 
dent’s proclamations suspending the higher rates 
against all countries of commercia. standing.

MORE ASTOUNDING ACCURACY. 

The estimates of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments on Municipal Bridge work have been’ “as- 
toundingly accurate,” President Reber recently 
said. The facts are that, in respect to the rela- 
tion between the bids and the estimates, the 
letter have’ been astoundingly inaccurate and 
astoundingly high. The “estimates exceeded by 
$318,000 the bids for contracts already let and 
pending. 

But it has now been discovered that the City 
Charter forbids any portion of an appropriation 
made for @ specific purpose be used for any other 
purpose until the first contract is completed. 
Under this provision the $318,000, or whatever 
the sum is, must remain idle until the contracts 
for which it was estimated are finished. Even 
with the additional] bond issue of $2,225,000 to 
be submitted for approval in November, it is 
feared there may not be enough money to buy 
the right of way for the Western approach as 
far as Twenty-third street. 

The original plan, approved by Mr. Reber was 
te end the western approach in the Terminal 
yards, as has been done on the East Side. A 
néw reason for doing so seems to have been 
found. It may be, in view of this, that the es- 
timates, surplusage and all, were, as Mr. Reber 
said, “astoundingly accurate.”

But Congress may heed or ignore the findings 
of this board as it zhooses.

Vaccination Upheld. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ; 

Readers of the Post-Dispatch are informed of 
the suit brought against the Board of Education 
to compel the admission of unvaccinated children 
to the schools. Simultaneously with this suit the 
case is being tried before the larger bar tw public 
opinion. The matter is second to none in im- 
p@rtance, since it concerns the health and lives of 
our children, and therefore should be approached 
in a calm and judicial spirit. It is therefore a 
pity that the plane of the discussion should be’ 
lowered by charges such as were brought by J. 
W. Hodge of Niagara Falls, a homeopathic practi- 
tioner, in his deposition published in the Post-Dis- 
patch of Aug. 14—‘“The pfomoters of the system 
(vaccination) are out for easy money” and are 
“grafters.” No sane man is 80 bereft of faith in 
human kind as to believe that a large body of 
otherwise respectable citizens, such as compose 
the regular medical profession of the. world, 
would without dissent conspire to inflict disease 
and death upon innocent children for blood-money 
at 560 cents or $1 a head. It can safely be agserteg 
that these very men vaccinate their own children 
if possible more thoroughly than those of others. 
Besides, the “graft,’’ at least in St. Louis, has for 
many years been nonexistent for the private prac- 
titioner, since practically all the vaccinating is 
done by the city physicians, 

The question can only be settled by examination 
of the results obtained by the practice, and of its 
alleged dangers. In the opinion of the regular 
profession and of many medical eectarians, the 
benefits arising from vaccination have long since 
been overwhelmingly established, but, inasmuch 
as certain honest though mistaken. persons from 
time to time vigorously dissent, it becomes neces- 
sary once more to take up the argument. I af- 
firm: 

1. That compulsory vaccination, properly carried 
out, as in Germany, Sweden and elsewhere, means 
absolute freedom from smallpox. 

2. That vaccination, even when incompletely ana 
often imperfectly practiced, as in England and 
the United States, enormously diminishes the 
number of cases of smallpox and the mortality 
therefrom, 

3. That when a partially and imperfectly vac- 
cinated person takes smallpox, his chances of hay- 
ing a severe case and his danger of death are far 


cinated, and that figures clearly show that the 
mildness of the disease and the lessened mortality 
therefrom are in direct proportion to the thor- 
oughness of the vaccination. 

4. That figures and cold logic will show that 
the diminution in number of cases and tn mortal- 
ity since the discovery of vaccination are not due 
to improvement In general sanitation, but to one 
thing only—namely, vaccination. 

5. That the alleged dangers from vaccination, 
when examineg critically and dispassionately, 
closely approach the vanishing point. 

6. That the 11) effects, which, although grossly 
exaggerated as to their frequency, yet did occa- 
sionally show themselves under the former prac- 
tice of arm-to-arm vaccination, in which the 
lymph was obtained from human subjects, have 
been done away with by the méthod in. vogue for 
the past 40 years of using lymph taken Girectly 
from the cow. 

7. That the recent deaths of children in this city 
occurring shortly after vaccination can be proved 
to have had no more relation to that procedure 
than to Halley’s Comet. : .

With the veto of the cotton bill Mr. 
Taft completed the slaughter of all the 
tariff revision measures passed by 
Congress. No stdnd-patter could have 
done stauncher service in defending the 


abuses of the Payne-Aldrich tariff. 


No Presicent could have been commit- 
ted mor’ unqualifiedly to the reduction 
of the worl and woolen duties than Mr. 
Taft was by his verbal and written 
pledges. His veto of the wool bill is 
inexcusable. He had denounced the 
woolen schedule of the Payne-Aldrich 
(ariff as ‘indefensible.’’ In his fa- 
mous Winona speech he said: 


With “respect to the wool schedule, I 
agree that it is too high and that it ought 
to have been reduced, and that it probably 
represents considerably more than the 
difference between the cost of produc- 
%ion abroad and the cost of production 
here. * * *When it came to the ques- 
tion of reducing the duty in this hearing 
in this tariff bill on wool, Mr. Payne, in 
the House, and Mr. Aldrich, in the Senate, 
although both favored reduction in the 
schedule, found that in the Republican 
party the interests of the wool-growers of 
the far west and the interests of the 
woolen manufacturers in the Bast and 
other States, refiected through their rep- 
resentatives in Congress, were sufficiently 
strong to defeat any attempt to change the 
woolen tariff, and that had it been at- 
tempted it would have beaten the Dill re- 
ported from either committee, I am 
gorry that this is so, and I could wish 
that it were otherwise. It is the one im- 
portant defect In the present Payne tariff 
bill. * * * But, as I have already said, 
I am quite ready to admit that allowing 
thé woolen schedule to remain where it 
ie ie not @ compliance with the terms of 
the (Chicago) platform as I interpret it 
and as it is generally understood.

But Edison declared himself averse to 
fashionable resorts, and he only stops 
at them for convenience. 

Edison looks forward to an excur- 
sion through Switzerland as the most 
interesting part of his summer tour. 

“Switzerland to me is the most fas- 
cinating country in Europe,’’ he said. 
“It's natures great laboratory., There 
one can study her locked-up forces to 
the greatest advantages. How Switzer- 
land” has utilized her enormous water 
power will interest me most. The 
Swiss are a superior people, worthy the 
land they inhabit. In most respects 
their ideals of work particularly ap- 
peal to hardy workers like myself. 
“The country has enormous possibili- 
ties along industrial lines. The Swiss 
have just begun to exploit the rich 
resources nature has provided for them, 
I expect to get much inspiration from 
this part of the trip and do enjoy the 
scenery, which is the kind I like best.”
